Breed With Intelligent Horses. 

It is just as important with horses to 
breed for intellivence as it is in the human 
race. A dull, stapid colt never can be 
educated to be a valuable horse. Without 
intelligence he will always be educated to 
be sluggish, and will never have an attach - 
ment to his master, nur manifest any dis- 
position te obey and serve him as a pieas- 
ure. Moat intelligent horses are natural- 
ly docile. or can be easily trained to be 
kind, reliable and eyen affectionate. 
Breeders of horses should look to the nutive 


intelieet of the mare and stallion with as{ ots 
close a scrutiny as they exawine their | —— 


pedigree. Once make an intelligent colt 
or horse believe that his owner and trainer 
is his best friend, and there will be little 
or no trouble in training him, or trusting 
him in all emergencies. It is true there 
are causes where very intelligent horses are 
vicious and always dangerous. In some 
causes this 18 oOWijng to the way they are 
treated in carly lite. Others are always 
vicious and danyerous to trust uncer any 
vircumstances. In most cases this is in- 

hcrited, and the breeder should investigate 
the question of disposition as weil us intel- 
ligence. Never breed to a horse that is 
vicious, dangerous or even disagreeable. A 
horse which is dangerous or treacherous to 
his groom. no matter how fine in form, 
how pure in blood, how great his aaceaty, 
should be taken to the public communs,and 
shot. ‘lhousunds of precious lives are sac- 


cendants, All other good qualities caunot 
redeem @ vicious disposition. Nor can a 
beautiful form overcome u lack of inteili- 
genee and sprightliness.—Exchunge.
